There have been times when tiic 
crop would come to the latter part of 
August small in size, yet in condition 
that when the drouth broke it grew 
to a rank size, making what the grow- 
ers console themselves with calling 
"pounds." In- no part ot the district 
la oven this encouragement held out 
this aeaaon. Orowers have been In- 
tarrlowed everywhere. Without ax- 
^ptioB they adnfit that their l^vld- 
ual orop la short, and add that they 
know ot taw erops to tifeir oommualty 
are even fair. A survey ot the news- 
papers ot the district reveals that the 
best they oan gather for ttie commun- 
ity In whioh they circulate Is a flfty 
per ^ent orop. 

In Bouthem Ohio those best inform- 
ed venture the statement that the crop 
will not be even this much. The drouth 
has contlnued~1n Adams, Brown and 
Clermont counties without interrup- 
tion. Field after fleld may be seoii 
which appear that the plants have 
made but Inconsequentol growth since 
they were set. There Is nothing now 
that could make It into even a flfty 
per cent, yield. South of the Oh In 
river even more discouraging reports 
come. One well known authority baa 
stated that the crop to Ohio !■ bottar 
than to Kentucky. 

The time has arrived now when 
the grower eoamences to figure, how 
ho will get That he has Into the barns 
without troat damage. True, the trosU 
have not arrived, but they say that 
with a rain ot any magnitude there 
would certainly bf a «MBga to tni* 
perature and this would mean that (he 
time had arrived tor an tobaooo to be 
housed. Cut and housed as It Is nbw, 
and It would be a pitiful orop that 
would be made ready for market 

There Is more Interest at this time 
as to what effect this certain short- 
age la going to have upon the price 
of tobacco than anything else. That 
tobacco la certain to be high price, Is 
found in the fact that buyers are 
searching the district in endeavor to 
purchase the best crops. I'pon the 
other hand growers are iilert to the 
fact t^iat the short crop is koI'ib to 
bring high prices and they hold to 
what they have with expressed inten- 
tion of marketing themselves. This 
will mean that the buying season will 
be short and exictlng. 



It Is learned that the members of 
the Mason Fiscal Court, who on sev- 
eral occasions have visited concrete 
pikes throughout the state, may build 
In the near future a short piere of 
concrete road on one of our main 
pikes to demonstrate to the people 
of the county that the concrete roa>

These 
Inspectors were welcomed to the 
homes and they were shown all of the 
faucets, all the time they were care- 
ful to get a correct account of the 
number of uses city water was being 
put to in each house. Reporta ot these 
inspectors have been compared with 
the company's records from which 
statemento have been made each year 
and It is understood that In many 
instances the water renta will double 
and In some instances they will mor» 
than double. 

Some folks have been paying watej^ 
rates on tlicir homes and business 
houses tluu liiivi^ been in effect for 
many years and ailliout;li they have 
added bath ronrri-i jnui hvilrants. tliese 
have not Iicimi reiuMli'd Ki tlie Wilier

MB. WILSON'S SPBAKZirO TBIP 



That President Wilson is compelled to make a transcontinental 
•peaking trip in an effort to aronae popular aupport for the League 

of Nations is not surprising. 

It will be cause for wonder if he succeeds in exciting enough 
support to influence the United Statea Senate to modify its opposi- 
tion to the covenant. 

There is some ground for the assumption that the United States 
Senators who are vigorously opposing the League of Nations nro 
pretty well informed with respect to the temper of the people of tlicir 
respeotive States, although they may not be absolutely controlled 
in their actions by the sentiments ontertnined by the folks back home. 

If there has been a lack of litarty cooperation between the Pres- 
ident and leading senators of liokth parties; President Wilson lias 
only himself to blame. From the day that the armistice was signed 
down to the close of the peace conference, he ignored the Senate ab- 
solutely, notwithstanding no treaty with u foreign nation can U' 
negotiated without the advice and consent of the Senate. His treat 
ment of the Republican members of the Senate was conspicuously 
contemptuous.

Passing over such men as Root, IPaft, 
Hughes and others who might have acted with some degree of inde- 
pendence, lie selectd otlirs who oceupid small places in the peace ne- 
gotiations and wlio apparently were willing to become mere rubber 
stamps for the Presidential signature. 

Patriotic Republicans naturally would not, through a feeling of 
resentment, submerge their honest judgment with respect to the pro- 
posed League of Nations and attack it in a spirit of revenge. Tint 
having been repeatedly snubbed by one arm of the treaty-making 
power, they cannot be expected to resort to extraordinary means to 
help the offending individual to pull himself out of a hole wliich he 
dug himself. — Lexington Leader.

atttutional stfnoatlonal campaign 
which tha Saourity Laagua has been 
profnotlag (or some months la asso- 
oiatioa with the other ieaiing patrt- 
otio Booiettes ot the country.

In endorsing the national labor par- 
ty and pledging support to the Intro- 
duction of this party to Kentucky, the 
federation adopted the following reso- 
lution: 

"Whereas, as labor has failed to get 
the proper legislation from llic two old 
political parties who are getting more 
and more reactionary every ;enr. and 

"Whereas, labor has snown by its 
activities and executive ability during 
the progress of the world war that it 
can aooomplish great things, and 

"Whereas, as labor has shown its 
strength on the industrial lleld. It is 
also neoeesary that it organise on the 
political Held, therefore, be it 

"Resolved, that the Kentucky SUte 
Federation of Labor in session assem- 
bled, go on record as endorsing a labor 
party and give its aid and support to- 
wards the formation of a labor party

"We are not going back to bcfore- 
the-war conditions; we are going for- 
ward," explained John Schneider, of 
Louisville, chairman of the legislative 
committee.

Boston, Mass., September 11. — With 
three dead ,one dying and 12 others in- 
jured by gunfire as the result of the 
second day of the police strike, Boston 
today faced the possibility of being 
placed under nytrtial law. There was 
also the threat of a general strike be- 
ing called tonight, which would ef- 
fectually paralyse the city. 

SUte guardsmen with fixed bayo- 
nets patrolled the streets today. Their 
advent on the scene last night, while 
preventing further looting and high- 
way robberies un the city streets, re- 
sulted in a heavier casuality list ,than 
that of the first night of terror. The 
three fatalities occurred in South Bos- 
ton, when the guardsmen, flred Into a 
mob numbering several thousand 
Three of those wounded were women 

The South Boston shooting put a 
sudden end to lawlessness, which for 
a time exceeded that of the previous 
night. The mob had ao thoroughly 
smashed windows and looted the 
stores in this district that there was 
little more for it to do, and It gave 
Itself up to attaoks on the guards 
The mob stoned and baat three vol- 
unteers. Whn the oonfttslon was at 
its height members of tha mob began 
flrlng revolvers at the advaaeink skir- 
mish Una of guards.
